Notwithstanding the preeemineace of Calle 
forcla as a mining c.mmunity the average 
citizen of tbls great commonwealth knows very. 
Uitle about minezal ores or the methods o: 
dete mining thelr value. The experienced miner 
knows a talng or two, ‘buat even be does net 
know {t all and. so he Invaslably selects the 
richest specimen to be bad from a newly 
discovered deposit and submits ft to the assayer. 
The California miner of to-day {s the survival of 
the fitest, and ha: stored up tn the recesses of 
his thicking apparatus much that 4s of value in 
respect to bis particular line of business. And 
yet there Is much that beSo:8 not know, If 
there was not, thete weuld not be so many 
experts. and assaycra in the bosiness. The 
miner who makes a "find" and the capitalist who 
is asked to Invest in a mine alike know that the 
assayer willtell them the value of the gold or 
silver In a given specimen of ore, bot few of 


assayer. arrives at his results. Some of these 
processes are described below,

Archimedes was given the difficolt 
task by Hiero, Kieg of Syracuse, of discovering 
whether the gold gives to a goldamlth to make 
a crown had_heen mixed with baser metals, . It 
occurred to him that the excess of bulk ecca- 


measured by putting the crown and an equal 
weight of gold sepirately into a vessel filled with 
water, and observirg the difference of overflow, 
This led to the establishment of the fandamental 
principle stlli known by his name, that a body.
